occupied principally by court person 
ages in sta te attendance. 
The audience w as indignant at t r ­ 
action of the women. 
T he m em bers of 
the 
royal party glanced up as the 
show er of leaflets began, but soon re­ 
sum ed their talking with each other 
and paid no fu rth e r atten tio n to the 
w om an who was th ro w in g the liters 
tu re down.
